[Excerpts] Accra, June 27--Bach year, thousands of people are killed in tribal 
fighting in this tiny state, which was the world's number one cocoa producer and 
the richest country in West Africa when Britain granted it independence in 1957. 


Last week, more than 100 people--90 according to official figures--were killed 
when members of the Konkomba and Namumba tribes fought over land rights in the 
Bimbila region in the east of the country. 


Several dozen people--600 according to some reporte--were killed in an earlier 
clash between the same two Animist tribes at the end of April and in early May. 


At about the same time, two clans clashed at Winneba, 45 kms (29 miles) west of 
here, when - village held its annual festival. Dozens of people were wounded, 
some of whom later died. 


For some observers, che fighting has its roots in the British colonial principle 
of indirect rule, which strengthened some clans at the expense of others and 
maintained tribal rivalry. But most observers blame the collapse of the Ghanaian 


economy. 
Just Poison 


A journalist from the GHANA NEWS AGENCY, questioned about the clashes, said that 
the fighting could sometimes turn into a real war between neighbouring villages. 


But he added that the death toll was inflated by people who die daily from 
poisoning. 


Moslem Advance 


Tribal rivalry has many causes but often the problem is corruption. A Ghanaian 
University professor told me that as many as one chief in five had usurped power 
and was retaining control through corruption. 





But @ Moslem advance in the north of the country te another source of discontent. 


There, along the border with the Ivory Coast and Upper Volta, Moslem traders, 
lausas for the most part, are playing increasingly important roles. 


A etudent told me: “The Hausas, they are the only ones to have goney. Moslems 
only lend to Moslems, so you have to become a Moslem if you want to borrow from 
thea,” 


Many girlie, attracted by wealth, garried Moslems and brought up their children 
as Moslems, he said. 


This trend has undermined the authority of traditional tribal cniefe and ha: 
created itll-feeling among the Ani@iet and Christian communities and among young 
men who see possible wives being taken away from then. 


Inflation 150% 


The Ghanaian economy meanwhile worsens, with annual inflation running at over 
150 per cent and with growing shortages of essential foodstuffs. Under these 
circumstances, people tend to turn towards whatever form of self-sufficiency 
they can scrape together. 


Tribaliem, which suffered a severe blow from Kwame Nkrumah's militant nationaliss 
in the early 1960's and in the days of the cocoa boom, is taking over again. 
Inter-tribal incidents are almost daily occurrences as individual clans use every 
means at their disposal, including corruption, to make sure that they benefit fro# 
what slender aid the state distributes from time to time. (A.F.P.)

CAHORA BASSA SHORTFALL--Pretoria, July 2--The Cahora Bassa hydro-electric dam 
in Mozambique, one of the biggest in the world, supplied only 22.5 per cent of 
ite power output to South Africa in the first five months of the year, accord- 
ing to official figures released here today. Under a 1974 treaty with Portugal, 
South Africa was to receive the entire power output from the hydroelectric 
scheme. Though last year some 10 per cent of South Africa's power requirements 
were met by supplies from Cahora Bassa, the figures show that in Jenuary, May 
and June of this year South Africa received no power at all from the dam, while 
in February, March and April supplies were abnormally low. In April, power 
from the dam was cut completely when guerrillas of the Mozambique Resistance 
Movement (MRM) sabotaged high voltage pylons. The line is still down, and 
South Africa has had to fall back on steam-turbine sources of power. [Excerpts]

COMMUNIST PARTY CITES STRATEGY ON SELF-RULE, SEPARATISM 
Saint Denis TEMDIGNAGES in French 3, 4, 10 Jun 81 
[3 Jun pp 8, 9} 


[Excerpts] Our long-term strategic goal is to bring all of the forces of progress 
together in the presidential majority and to cause this majority to progress for 
the development of our country. 


Yesterday morning in Saint Denis the Reunion Comaunist Party (RCP) held a press 
conference on the political situation in our country 12 days betore the parliamen- 
tary election. Our comrade, Paul Verges, was surrounded by cther leaders and 
candidates whom our party is presenting in these elections: Bruyn Payet, Lucet 
Legenier, Claude Hoarau, Elie Hoarau. The latter presented the excures of his 
deputy in the third district, our comrade, Julien Ramin, who, because of his 
professional requirements, had been unable to attend. 


The Reunion Communist Party and its candidates thought it fitting to inform the 
press of their positions, at the opening of the electoral campaign, after the 
Secretary of State's visit to the DOM-TOM, and 12 days from the parliamentary 
election. 


The RCP Has a Long-term Strategy 


First of all, we would like to state here, for the basic comprehension of our 
positions: the Reunion Communist Party has a strategy; i.e., it has long-term 
objectives. 


It takes into account what it considers a fundamental fact: the left's rise to the 
presidency of the republic for 7 years, and the legislative election of June i4 and 
21, which is going to pute left majority into the national assembly for 5 years, are 
the start of an evolution; when this assembly is renewed 5 years from now, in 1986, 
we will have a president of the republic still in place for 2 years, a left-leaning 
government stemming from the presidential majority and constituting the parliamen- 
tary majority; this renewal stands a very good chance of seeing a left majority 
maintained in the following national assembly. 


That brings us to the presence of a left majority for 10 years; and the renewal of 
the president of the republic in 1988 will be carried out with a left majority in 








in the national assembly, a left-leaning government and a balance~sheet which we 
consider must be positive. This is not fictional politics. Chances of seeing 
another 7-year term materialize are good. 


That is why we take this fundamental fact as a departure point: the new era, now 
beginning, is going to last from 10 to 15 years at leaet, and we think it will, in 
fact, dominate the coming generation. 


lt is in terme of all this that we determine our stretegy over a l5-year period, 
and that we integrate our tmmediate objectives tnto our Long-term strateyy. 


The Tenth of May: A Liberating Victory 


Starting from there, we want to make a second comment. The very evening of tle 
victory of 10 May, 4 minutes after it was announced on television, we emphasized 
the liberating nature of that victory to the crowd at the port. A iiberating 
nature for all of the voters and for the political life of Reunion. 


Since then the events illustrating this liberation, this considerable change, have 
multipliec. We can mention some of them to you specifically. 


For the first time the leaders of the Reunion Communist Party expressed themselves 
as such on FR3. 


That means that the “argument” officially put up against the demands of the RCP, 
an “argument” according to which it was impossible for us to speak on the radio 
and television as such, that argument of Messrs. Cohic and Dolor, fell to pieces, 
and apparently did so on the latter's own initiative, since he is the one who 
telephoned us for thie interview on FR3. Such are the “miracles” of 10 May. 


Then too there is the discussion in the press. 

Never before was an electoral vote the subject of so auch position-taking, not only 
by political organizations of Reunion, but also by private individuals who write 
letters, have them published, and take a stand in the discussion. 


There is finally a redistribution of the political cards in Reunion: political 
disengagement, re-engagement elsewhere. 


All of that constitutes illustrations of the liberating nature of the victory of 
10 May. 


Some methods of the past persist. 


But while we see all that, we likewise want to emphasize that some methods of the 
past persist in this country. 


There are also the instances of violence which we still wish to consider as 
"bungling." These are the aggressions that occurred at Trois-Rivieres some days 
ago, and the very recent aggressions at Riviere Saint Louis, where some people 
were injured. 














We are willing to believe that this ie a matter of the past, and that those 
responsible for public order will puc a atop to it. 


There in also the problem of the tapped telephone wires. 


You know chat the minister of the ijaterior gave the order to do away with all tapped 
telephone wires, where political and private life are concerned. Undoubtedly the 
only authorized tapped telephones, according to the regulatory procedure, will 
concern the repression of gangsteriem and problems of national security. 


But we want to know for a certainty that the tapped telephone wire at our station 
here at the headquarters of the party, at my personal station at “Temoignages," 
is really taken out. 


We all know that upon rising to power in 1974, Mr Giscard d'Estaing also had given 
assurance that tapped telephone wires would be done away with; we know that they 
were not, but that on the contrary they were even increased. 


The Matter of the Statute 
Now I would like to go into the problem of our position concerning the statute. 
We made our declaration of 12 May. Why did we make such a declaration? 


We officially note--and we did so 48 hours after the victory--that a new era has 
begun, and that it is going to cover 15 years or a generation. 


During the right's reign, we belonged to the opposition; and we asserted our ideas 
forcefully. We do not deny them. 


But there is the fundamental fact of today which must be borne in mind to understand 
our position: the fact is that today we are the majority in the presidential 
majority, and we are here for the next 10 to 15 years, and no doubt even longer, 
for a whole generation. 


That is why, st*.ting from thi ‘oment, our fight for our ideas must not be 
presented as a confrontation r -arding the existing power, as was the case during 
the right's reign. 


On the contrary, it must be slipped into the discussion of ideas in which it no 
longer has the priority or the urgency that had to be assigned to it in the pre- 
ceding period. 


in this area, we agree with the secretary of state's statement to the DOM-TOM 

when he said that the priority must be: it is the problem of the development of 
our country, economic, social and cultural development; the latter in itself is 
going to bring on the problem of a political development, of greater participation 
of the Reunionese in the design of this development plan and its implementation. 


That is why we have accepted the socialist bill as a valid framework. As events 
occur, it will take them into account, and it will be adapted to our country's 
specific nature. 











lt is a very simple bill, very clear, which cannot be understood except when it is 
put back into our long-term strategy, into our integration within the presidential 
mijority for the next 20 years. 


Our Relations with the Socialist Party 
This leads us to take up the problem of our relations with the Socialist Party. 


Starting on the day following the firet round of the presidential election, and 
even before any other political organization in Reunion or in France had taken a 
position, we stated that with all our might we would, in the second round, support 
the left candidate facing Ciscard d'Estaing. 


We did so by really throwing all of our forces into the battle. A perusal of our 
newspaper is enough to see the number of meetings that we held in comparison with 
those other organizations in support of Francois Mitterrand. 





Let us look at the result of 10 May: whereas the candidate, Mitterrand, had 
obtained 15,000 votes in the first round, Marchais 33,600 (total 48,600), i.e. a 
tctal of 52,000 including the votes for the other candidates affiliated with the 
left, in the end, on 10 May, the single candidate of the left reached 62,000 votes. 


Ne such gain was seen in any other department, either overseas or in the mother 
country: the candidate, Mitterrand, not only got the totality of the votes of the 
candidates of the left; he greatly exceeded this total by more than 15 percent. 
Thus in Reunion, he obtained 40 percent of tie whole of his overseas votes. 


We therefore think that we had no small part in this success. 


Forty-eight hours after this victory which had overjoyed us, we made this declaration 
of 12 May, 1981. 





Addressing ourselves particularly to the Socialist Party, we proposed that there 
be a cessation to public polemics between our two parties, and that our mutual 
withdrawal be proclaimed during the legislative elections. 


For our part, right from the start and without waiting, we committed ourselves to 
withdrawal, in case a socialist candidate should come out ahead at the end of the 
first round. We also said that we were taking the socialist draft law as an 
acceptable framework. 


Finally we suggested to the Socialist Party a meeting to progress toward uniting 
the forces of the left so that Reunion would have not simply one or several com- 
munist deputies, but rather so that the presidential majority would once again 
triumph on 14 June. At the same time we suggested meetings to design a development 
plan. 


Our goal is a strategic goai: not only to bring together in the presidential 
majority the forces that spoke out on 10 May, but also to cause them to advance 
even much further.

On the basis of the agreement and understanding between existing political 
organizations (PCR, PS, MRG), but also by welcoming the democratic personalities 
and militants who are not organized, who do not want to belong to these political 
organ'z Cions, Sot want to participate in the strengthening of this presidential 
ea‘ority. 


Up to now we have had no reply trom Wilfrid Bertile to the letter that we sent to 
him to gake these suggestions to him, a letter accompanying the text of our 
declaretion of i2 May. 


Even more: whereas we were incessartly asking that public polemics come to a halt, 
and E'le Hoarau, Bruny Payet and myself, in our short appearances on television, 
concentrated all of our attacks againet the right, and did not develop any against 
the Soectalist Party and its candidates, what did the head of that party do? 


He devoted himself to attacks against us, even going so far as to make jokes about 
“the usual lap around the track of the communist candidate in the third circum 
scription.” It could be said, obviously, that everything that is carried to an 
extreme is ridiculous, and that is true in the case of this sentence. But it looks 
to us like an indication of an attitude that is systematic and negative. 


When desistance is concerned, Wilfrid Bertile kept sie., ‘efusing to take a clear 
position. But this refusal to commit himself to ¢: stance is accompanied by 
statements of other candidates. I am referring to o< Mr Danie! Cadet made 
last Friday before the @unicipal council of Entre-Deux, as he received the three 
candidates successively. 


When they questioned us about our position on desistance, we reiterated our 
commitment of 12 May. That is when the mayor and the municipal councillors of 
Entre-Deux asked us if we were aware of the statements which Mr Cadec had just 
made a few minutes before. Now when these municipal councillors interrogated him 
about the possibility of his desistance in the second round, Mr Daniel Cadet had 
replied that it was out of the question. 


Geing still further, and responding to a member of the municipal council who asked 
him whet he would do if the order for desistance should come to him from the leader- 
ship of the Soctalist Party in Paris, to apply the same rule as in the mainland 

nud overseas departments as a whole, he answered that it was not a matter of 
applying any such guidelines, and that, if necessary, he would resign from the 

Soc alist Party. 


This is a very serious problem because on the basis of the Socialist Party's 
rosition, it is curious to see that the party favors integration, but refuses to 
apriy a weneral rule valid for the mainland and overseas departments as a whole.

The Secialiet Party Uses the Same Attacks Againet Us as the Right Concerning the 
Statute 


There is aleo the problem of the statute. 


The socialist group of the National Assembly has submitted a draft law under the 
signatures of ite best known leaders, and particularly Mr Gaston Det.erre, who 
today ie the minister of the interior and is in charge of decentralization. 


During the second round of the presidential election this socialist draft law was 
the subject of absolutely untrue attacks by the candidates of the right. In a 
faked manner they presented it as a draft law leading towards “separatien,"” towards 
“bailing out" etc. 


Currently the same ettacks are being made. 


It is aleo true that the RPR candidate in tne firet circumscription made us aware 
that his UDF opponent is aleo in favor of a “bailing out," a change in the statute. 
it te always happening that one is somebody's "separatist" in this country. 


But in face of these untruthful attacks of the right against the left, we see a 
defensive position taken by leaders of the socialist federation. Therefore they 
do not forcefully denounce the lies, they do not concentrate all of their attacks 
to reject the lies of the right. 


Today, for example, we are the ones who denounce these lies. And on the contrary, 
the leaders of the socialist party, instead of rejecting the untruthful attack of 
the right, are turning against the Reunion Communist Party and are taking up 
against us all of the arguments that the right has beeu using for 20 years. 


Nincompoop Tactics 

How do they figure? 

By taking up the arguments of the right against us, do they want to benefit from 
certain votes from the right? That is a funny way of figuring. Because the de 
fense of the past will always be better insured by Messrs Lagourgue, Pihouee, 
Debre or Fontaine than by the socialist leaders. 


A look also needs tc be taken at the consequences of the socialist leaders’ attitude 
when they question the sincerity and firmmess of our choice of a strategy for 15 or 




















or 20 years. By taking up the right's attecks ageinet ue, they are, in fact 
clearing the way for that right te carry out ite intentions against them, and 
against their draft law. These are nincompoop tactics: by attacking use, they are 
facilitating an attack against themeelves. 


Struggle Against Confusion and Division 


That ie why the statements of the secretary of state to the DOM-TOM assume, within 
that fremework, their full importance, above all when he says, a8 we do, that the 
right .« lying, that there will be no “badling out,” that there will be no 
independence. 


lt is the attitude of the Reunion Communist Party--and that alone=-that put aside 
the movement for Reunion's independence. 


We do oot question the sincerity of certain members of thie movement. If .t is no 
more thn @ very emall group today, it is because we showed that ite way wae a 
random one, and that it was not 4 responsible choice, bearing in wind the objective 
facte in our country: historical, economic, social and cultural facte. 


This attitude of the leaders of the Socialiet Party in thie area is therefore an 
attitude which will not bring them any additional votes. Bur it will help thes 
reintein confusion and an artificial division in the forces uo. the left in Reunion. 


Who te a Separatist? 


At thie time we ask che question: who wants to separate evolution here and evolution 
in France? 


And finally that leads to the question: who, just 2 weeks before the voting on 
June 14, is the real separatist in Reunion? 


Who wants to separate Reunion {rom the movement in France, and set Reunion up 
againet the change in France’? Such is the question that is being asked. 


We said it at the Port on the very night of the victory of 10 May: We are 
witnessing a historical change and the beginning oi 4 new era. And as for us we 
are convinced that the struggle of the Reunion people will cause tradition to be 
respected, and that on 14 June the right will euffer a failure. 


Ane then the way will be open for a long, very long period to which we see no end, 
of progress that will be simultaneous in Reunion and in France. That is what we 
have alwoyve wanted; that is what has always been the purpose of our struggle. 
After this deciaration, Paul Verges anewered the reporters’ questions.

|Anewer| We said that ae long a6 we are 4 part of the presidential majority, the 
discussion of political problems comes within a framework that ie totally different 
from that of the confrontation againet the power of the right, a8 was the case up 
te 10 May. 


On that basis the probleme of development and the creation of development conditions 
are going to be the problems of the necessary political inatruments; in thie area 
he provisions of the secialiet draft law seem to use an acceptable framework. 


[Question] But that draft law was cancelled. 


|Anewer|] No, it wae mot. Let use say it was, according to the rule, made void by 
the dissolution of the National Assembly. Therefore we shall see if the Socialist 
Party is going to bring it in again or is going to integrate it into the framevork 
of ite regional reform. But ite tabling was 4 sign of sufficiently indicative 
intentions and reflections concerning this problems. 


[Question] A while ago you spoke about transforming Reunion into a Territorial 
Collectivity. Se what would that involve? 


|Anewer) That involves everthing that comes out of the regional reform project. 

That is to say, in Reunion the executive, the Office of the Departmental “ouncil 

(since we are 4 single department region) will, as in France, have greater powers 
than at present in administration, in the design of the development plan, in the 

direction that thie development will take, etc. 


The curious thing is to hear, on the right, political opponents who pass themselves 
off as prominent @en, saying this: the institution of the departmental council 
with the powers of the region, ae implied by regional reform, is a questioning of 
the statute! 


Now yesterday they agreed that Reunion should be a department and at the same time 
a region. And tomorrow they will no longer agree that Reunion as a region should 
have the same institutions as any region in France. 


Thies regional reform stems from a wish for decentralization which, up to now, in 
our eyes, is real. 


{Question} A while ago you spoke about an innovating strategy. Is it not the heir 
to this victory? 


[Anewer) No. In Reunion people have to become fully) conscious of this real 
unhinging of French political life on the whole. 


The vault key of the constitution is the president. As soon as the president 
changes, there is a considerable alteration, and for a long terse. France is not 
the United States where the president is changed every 4 years. It takes 2 years 
to reach the presidency, and then 2 years to defend this presidency. 


From this point of view, 4 /-year ters constitutes a long and extremely important 
tere. It would be illogical not to aske up one's wind in terms of that. 


li 














it is my observation that ay political opponents do not put themselves into this 
framework. tt ie the next election for general councillor or mayor that pre- 
occupies them. They do not even know that there will no longer be a general council! 


They fight it out for the job of general councillor or mayor, etc. Whereas there 
will most certainly be a type of proportional voting which ie gotng to unsettle 
everything about municipal life in Reunion. 


They do not see it that way, they fight to find out who is going to be mayor in 2 
years. But when tl.y compete with each other on the right and in the same community, 
very likely neither one of them will be mayor. 


Whel is go striking is thie absence of a higher view, this vieceral refusal to 
recognize that the change is irreversible and that it will be in play for 4 very 
long period. From now on, it ie obvious that they cannot succee in putting thea- 
selves back into battle. 


In the moet insignificant little canton in France, the most backward candidate of 
the most underdeveloped canton would not have the attitude of Mr Fontaine, who, 
when the minister invites him to explain hie ideas, loftily refuses; that is what 
is characteristic. From the height of his position as a losing deputy, he loftily 
refuses al! contact and discussion with the representative of the government of the 


republic. 


[Question] Will you continue to expatiate on your slogan: “Reunion for the 
Reunionese"’ 


[Anewer}] This slogan has to be understood. When Mr Debre says I shall be a 
Reunionese as long as I live, I tell myself that this is a ridiculous electoral 
speech. What need is there for him to say any such thing? He is himself, such as 
he is, accepted or rejected by the Reunionese. What drives him to say that he is 
a Reunionese’ 


We have said, in face of the chauvinists of the right and the independence-leaning 
chauvinists, that for us 4 Reunionese is anybody who, being in Reunion, lives here, 
works here, is determined to stay here and to devote all his strength to Reunion. 


For us, being a Reunionese is not a matter of connection by birth. It is a problem 
of dedication to the country, of a willingness to set it free from its economic, 
social. cultural and political yokes. That is what being a Reunionese is. 


There existe in this country an igmense wish for responsibility. And in this area, 
even Giecard d‘Estaing, with all of his personal aloofness, and from the aloofness 
of the rostium of Saint Louis, had at least paid this tribute to the Reunion com 
munists: that they expressed a deep feeling of our people, a wish for responsibility 
in asserting their identity. 


Why should it be expected that this feeling of responsibility, of a willingness 
to have responsibilities, which in France finds expression in all departments in 
face of centralizing jacobinism, why should it ever be imagined that it cannot 
find expression 10,000 kilometers away from Paris? 























Reunion for the Reunionese means that the Reunionese should have a right to speak 
up, to sharing, to responsibility in the administration of their communities, in 
the leadevehip of their country, and that there should not be an administration 
which crushes them with Parisian esubdelegation. That is what that means! 


When we say “the Reunionnais", some people may think that they have a priority 
because they were born in Reunion. 


But that would be unreasonable; because our people are qultiracial and have been 
formed through the course of history by successive inflows, and have not yet 
ceased to take in inflows from outeide sources. It is sufficient to see those who 
are here who consider themselves Reunionese. 


In this regard, we know some Reunionese who have left Reunion with the wish never 
to return here, and there are some prominent ones who no longer wish to acknowledge 
their country. Are such gen as those any more Reunionese than those who have come 
to this country, who have settled here, who share in the economic life and are 


willing, having founded a family here, to develop this country, to stay here and 
die here? 


So this countersign has to be well understood; there is nothing chauvinistic or 
narrow about it. It is a countersign that is open to « wish for responsibility 
in all of the people who live in this country.

Zambian Government officials at Chavuma and Solw zi confirmed this week that some 
refugees were squatting around Chinyama Litapi inside Zambia. 


Others who had reported their presence in the country to authorities had been trans- 
ferred to Maheba refugee camp in Solwezi, provincial Member of the Central Committee 
Mr Fine Liboma said. 


He could not give exact figures of the refugees because many of those coming into the 
country had common ethnic links with Zambians living in border areas with Angola. 


At Chavuma Zambian customs and immigration officials at Chingi said it was ddfficult 
to ascertain the number of Angolans who had recently fled their homes into Zambia. 


According to one official the Angolans were sneaking into the country through the 
bush. 


"But we have received reports that several villagers from our neighboring country has 
trakked into Zambia at Chinyama Litapi because of the fighting going on there," the 
official said. 


Angolan customs and immigration officials at Karipinde across the Zambian frontier 
refused to comment when a SUNDAY TIMES team asked them on the fighting between MPLA 
and UNITA in Moxico province.

Recombined milk will cost 20n and 21n a half litre wholesale and retai' respectively. 


The quarter litre will cost 10n and lin. A quarter litre of dairy choc will sell at 
l4n wholesale and 15n retail. Lacto will cost 20n and 2l1n for a half litre, at whole- 
sale and retail, respectively.

NATION GAINS NEARLY TOTAL SELF-SUFFICIENCY IN TIMBER NEEDS

[Text] Zambia is capable of achieving 90 per cent self-sufficiency in timber require- 
ments because of her fast expanding plantation resources. 


The country, through the Industrial Plantations division of the Forst Department, is 
doing its best to be self-sufficient in timber and ensuring that forest resources 
are used to the maximum. 


This is caid in the latest edition of ZAMBIA ENTERPRISE magazine, a quarterly publi- 
cation of the Zambia Industrial and Mining Corporation (Zimco) released in Lusaka 
yesterday. 


The magazine says that the demand for timber has been rising steadi'y over the past 
few years despite the slump in the economy. 


The present demand is roughly 200,000 cubic metres a year, of this 50 per cent is 
made up of hardwood which is obtained locally and the rest is imported. 


At this drainage rate of the now meagre foreign exchange it was only prudent to have 
embarked on a programme that would ensure a sustained supply of timber. 


On development of plantations, the magazine says after 30 years of species trials 
carried out in various areas planting in earnest was started in 1963 and at the end 
of the last season 85,000 hectares had been planted.
